On January 12, 1955 you sent me 3 James II Plantation pieces in 
pewter. They showed lead carbonization and were priced accordingly. 
I am enclosing a check covering the purchase of them, not because 
they will be an improvement to my collection, but because I am 
going to have one or two of them analyzed chemically. 

I am doing some research on them and at the present am still unable 
to determine the difference between the so-called re strikes and the 
genuine coins. I need your help. 

I found 6 different obverse and 6 different reverse dies so far 
and if there were re strikes made they were made from several of 
these dies and, in addition, the edge design was rolled on with 
the same form as the originals. I would appreciate it if you 
could give me any information you have on the re strikes. Lincoln, 
of London, was supposed to distribute the restrikes and perhaps 
you could look in some of the old Lincoln catalogues from about 
1380 through 1910 to see if he mentions restrikes. What bothers 
me is that it is entirely possible that a hoard of them was found 
and that they may not ba re strikes at allj however, I have seen 
a coin struck in copper with a plain edge which appears to be a 
modern restrike. Would you, therefore , if you do not have the in- 
formation readily available, tell me what you know about the re- 
strike situation as to these. 

I would also like you to send me any additional Plantation tokens 
which you find and the only other English coin dealer I have 
written is Spink. 

Thank you, very much, for your prompt cooperation in sending me 
these coins and I look forward to further purchases from you.
